Promulgated I9 7 the President in the Seventeenth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Ordinance further to amend the Customs Act, 1962. 

Whereas Parliament is-jiaot in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances 'exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate actio. ; 

Now, therefore, m exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to 
promulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Customs (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1966.

3. In section 14 of the principal Act, to clause (a) of sub-section 
( 1 ), the following proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that in the case of imported goods, such price 
shall be calculated with reference to the rate of exchange as in 
force on the relevant date referred to in sub-section (1) of 
section 15;'\ 

4. In section 15 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (1), for the wpjds “ The rate of duty”, the 
words “The rate of duty, rate of exchange” sh gihb e subst ittrCgcR 

(b) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

‘(3) For the purposes of section 14 and this section— 

(a) “rate of exchange” means the rate of exchange 
determined by the Central Government for the conver¬ 
sion of Indian currency into foreign currency or foreign 
currency into Indian currency; 

(b) “foreign currency” and “Indian currency” have 

the meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947.’.
